Skimping on breakfast can 
only mean that you are 
cheating . yotir body of ; Its 
nutritional needs.- Remember 
that It's been a long time 
since last night's dinner, and 
your body, needs breakfast to 
function properly until noon- 
time. • : ■ 

If you cut j down or - omit 
the morning meal, you will be 
more likely either to snack 
before lunch or to cat more 
than you need at the regular 
noon meal.- You'd ! be better 
off if you ate a moderate" 
breakfast. ...... 

Protein ought to bo In- 
cluded in every breakfast. 
It has a "staying power'* 
that, takes you through the 
morning without feeling so 
hungry. Then you won't want 
to cat so much when the noon 
whistle blows. That makes 
it easier to follow your 
planned diet. 

The best, way to control 
body weight is to decide the 
daily amount of food you 
need and to eat just that— no 
more, no less. A homemaker 
may need from 1,660 to 2,360 
calorics a day, depending on 
her size and kind of activity. 

Sound dieting calls for 
cutting down on caloric in- 
take by eating simple lunches 
and omitting bctwccn-mcal 
nibbles. Never skimp on 
breakfast. There .are about 
200 calories. In a breakfast of 
V2 cup of citrus fruit juice, 
an egg, one slice of lightly 
buttered toast and unsweet- 
ened coffee, and at last 350 
calories In the gooey dessert 
you think you can cat because 
you skipped breakfast. 

Remember, eat a good 
breakfast, lose, gain or keep 
the same weight.

Sup- 
pose |Tom iowncd alfarm; and 
wants to leave it to Ills wife 
and children after his death, 
but realizes that his wife is 
unacquainted with farm man- 
agement, and that it will be 
many years before the chil- 
dren are old enough to ; take 
over. • 

Tom can i provide in his wilt 
that the farm shall be placed 
In a trust. Then, when Tom 
dies, ' title ■passes .to a person, 
called tho "truslco," whom 
Tom lias designated to man- 
age | the farm until | the chil- 
dren are capable,; of taking 
over. The trustee Is obliged 
to operate the farm and to 
pay income to Tom's Wife and 
children, the "beneficiaries" 
of the trust. 

This arrangement contin- 
ues until the. trust Is termin- 
ated in accordance with di- 
rections in the will, and the 
children, take title to the 
farm and hold it free and 
clear of the trust. . 

This same • sort of trust ar- 
rangement con be used with 
any type of property, such as 
stacks, - money, or a business. 
Normally property is placed 
in a trust \only if It produces 
income. For example, j it 
would be .impractical to put 
your car or your stamp col- 
lection into a trust. 

Duties of fho Trustee 

The trustee can be an in- 
dividual' or a corporation. In 
Illinois a .corporation -cannot 
act as trustee unless it first 
qualifies to act In that capa- 
city. TKe trustee is dot free 
to. do as he pleases with the 
trust property, 

lie is under an obligation 
to manage and invest it pru- 
dently, so that it produce the 
highest income consistent 
with safety. He is obligated 
to pay income to the benefi- 
ciaries or to accumulate it 
for their benefit, as directed 
in the trust, and to make a 
proper distribution of assets 
when the trust is terminated. 
Pay for the Trustee 

Naturally the trustee is en- 
titled to receive compensa- 
tion for his work, An indi- 
vidual whom you name ' as 
trustee may not choose to 
charge you for anything oth- 
er than bis expenses, but he 
may die or move away, or be 
unwilling to undertake the 
responsibility. For these rea- 
sons the use of trust com- 
panies as trustee has grown 
popular. 

However, the trust ar- 
rangement may not be prac- 
tical for some small proper- 
ties if a corporate trustee is 
to be used, because the 
charges may be out of pro- 
portion to the value of the 
trust property. 
Tax Savings Through Trusts 

Trusts need not be con- 
nected to a will. They may 
be set up to begin during the

The report attributes re- ; 
cent advances in combating 
these diseases primarily to 
information gained f ro m 
long-term population studies 
of their principal underlying 
cause, atherosclerosis or 
^hardening of the arteries." 
By examining and observing 
thousands of people over 
many years, these studies are 
finding physical and environ- 
mental factors that apparent* 
ly raise individual suscepti- 
bility.

October, 1962 
WEATHER FORECAST 

The month of October for the Chicago area is expected to average near tho 
normal temperature, but precipitation will total somewhat more than normal 

for the month. (Normal degree/days 350, normal precipitation 2.56 in.) 

TEMPERATURE DETAILS: 

The warmest weather is expected to prevail during the first half of the month, 
with temperatures averaging much above the normal. The period from Octo- 
ber 4-10rh will be especially warm, with temperatures climbing into the low 
and middle 80's. About the 1 1th somewhat cooler weather will move in and 
remain until around the 15th, after which a turn to slightly warmer than 
normal will prevail until the 22nd. Near the 23rd a colder trend will set jn far 
the remainder of the month, with temperatures at times dropping to freezing 
or below. 

PRECIPITATION DETAILS: 

The first part of the month will be marked by dryer than usual weather, which 
will change around October 5th becoming light showery conditions intermit- 
tently for four or five days. On the 1 0th or 1 1th, considerable rain will fall 
accompanied by dropping temperatures associated with a cold front moying 
through the area. Dry weather will then set in for several doys from October 
12 thru the 16 or 17th, after which light showery conditions will prevail inter- 
mittently again until the 22 or 23rd. 

A second rather sharp cold front will move through Chicagoland near the 
23rd, bringing brief heavy rain and thunder. Thereafter comparatively cool 
and dry*weather will predominate the period from the 24-3 1st. 

WIND DETAILS: 

Winds for the most part during the month of October will be light to moder- 
ate, except becoming briefly strong during the cold frontal passages around 
the I Ith and 23rd. These two periods will also be marked with a wind shift 
from southerly to northwesterly, with gradual backing to more westerly.
